The Great Kuoxville ami EaM

In our edition of last week we spoke of 
the importance of this great road to the 
interests of Louisville and the imminent 
danger of our losing all the benefits by 
I in| the superior energy and enterprise of Cin- 
• ■•'ciunati. Since then both boards of our 
Council have begun to act upon this mat- 
ter, and, fortunately, just in time to meet 
antl confer with General T. J. Wilder, who 
has been very lately examining the pro- 
posed routes and calculating their ad- 
vantages. For obvious reasons he thinks, 
occsr.jnnd we concur with the opinion, that for 
our interest the better route would be to 
deflect somewhere about Stanford, sout fa- 
ward through Somerset, crossing the 
Cumber-bind river at Point Bnrnside. By 
this route we avoid the Cumberland Gap 
road, over an extremely difficult country, 
and also the danger of giving to Cincinnati 
too much the advantage of connecting 
with our road, and thus drawing off the 
trade to that point, a danger to which we 
alluded in a prevrbus article. 

For b»l>ograph!cal reasons this route 
would l>e greatly preferable to the Gap 
road. After crossing the river it would 
pass over the Cumberland table lands.

We hope, therefore, iu the next 
judicial deeisiou upon the subject, 
his Honor the Judge, whoever he 
may be, will not ignore the question of 
the constitutionality of the amendmeut: 
that he will not only examine the mere 
surface objections here glanced a t.but will 
look thoroughly into the question of how 
f.tr amendments may go ; whether they 
may reach to the entire abrogation of the 
rights of the States, the creatures that 
make them, or repeal the entire Federal 
Constitution itself. The amendment, it 
seems to us, glances somewhat iu these 
directions.

Nothing was beard or Kinp until he 
was seen in company with One-armed 
Berry, which was a short titne after he 
escaped, and he has lw»en a faithful com- 
panion of Berrv's ever sine*. These two 
ndividuala have been rashly ltold in 
their deeds. One nicbt about two weeks 
ago. two men on horseback rode ir>t\ tkm 
city and put their horses up at Mr. Fi^H's 
stable, on Sixth Mr--.:. They hired a 
horse and bucgy and proceeded to the 
residence of Mr. Minor, alviut fivo miles 
from the eity, where they stole a couple 
of fine horaes, and left the horse and 
buggy on Mr. Minor's premises. They 
did not return to the city thai nighi, 
for they knew the city police were on their 
track to arrest them as horse thieves.

W. JohaeU.n 
presiding. < - Iose<l Saturday afternoon al- 
ter the sentence of the prisoners convicted 
during tie- U nr.. iKiring the term, which 
lasted three weeks, there was a large 
amount of business transacted, no lest 
than one hundred and thirty-throe cases 
ot The amount of biuu-

equals that of all the other circuit court*- 
in the State. Of the one hundred ami 
thirty-four cases seventy -one were con- 
tinued, nolle prosequi* entered in thirty, 
the indictments in two quashed aud 
thirty-one tried by juries; in seventeen of 
which verdicts of not guilty were retui 
ed and fifteen convicted on the various 
charge* of felony. Of those who were 
convicted three were pardoned and one 
granted a new trial, leaving ten who 
will be forwarded te Frankfort this morn- 
ing. The terms of the ten who will be 
sent up amount in the aggregate to thirty 
two years. 

In the case of Jacob Comiser, a hoy con- 
victed for three years, the judge sentenced 
him, at the request of the jury, to the 
workhouse until he shall reach the age of 
Bars. At the time of the 
of this boy he we* not 
quite fifteen years of age. The charge 
against him was so plain that he, at 
the instance of his counsel, plead guilty.

The houses of Messrs, TuJy, 
Duncan and Wolfe were each entered snd 
robbed of various articles of clothing,

Berry, and after a desperate fight they 
drove the robbers away. It is said these 
two men have visited the city several 
times on a mission which came near 
proving successful. They employed a 
certain woman to assist in the escape of 
four or five of their accomplices who were 
heavily ironed and confined in the milita- 
ry prison. She was paid a handsome sum 
for the part she played successfully. She 
grew in the good graces of the wife of the 
keeper of the military prison, and 
went in and out at perfect will. During 
one of these visits she succeeded in taking 
the prisoners s saw or two. It was agreed 
that on a certain nicht, allowing the 
prisoners time to get rid of their ma na- 
acles, and, when the guards were 
to change posts of duty, for them to 
make an outbreak, assisted by One- 
armed Berry and King White. On the 
night appointed Capt. George Green had 
occasion to visit one of the prisoners Jw hen 
he discovered that their irons were cut 
and the prisoners were prepared to carry 
out the programme of Berry and White. 
They were st once re-ironed and a stronger 
guard put over them. On Friday morn- 
ing last, about 4 o'clock, Major Wilson, 
with a detachment of twelve mounted 
men of the 2d U. S. infantry regiment, 
left this city in search of these two men. 
Information had been received at head- 
quarters as to their whereabout*. In the 
forenoon King White was seen alone 
on horseback near Brunerstown. Af- 
ter a short chase he was overtaken 
and captured, giving his name as Muir. 
He was tied with a rope upon his saddle, 
and the soldiers with their prisoner 
moved on in the direction of the hills ou 
Salt river, abont eleven miles beyond 
TaylorsviUe. Major Wilson and his par- 
ty surrounded the residence of Mr. Mark 
Thomas. Hero they found Ono-armed 
Berry in bed, and suffering from the 
wound he had received from Mr. Tinsley. 
He waa completely surprised, aud snid 
"he would rather surrender to Major Wil 
son than any other man he knew of." 

Major Wilson secured the prisoner and 
started back to this city Friday night. 
On the road Berry became weak and sick, 
and he was placed in a light covered 
wagon, and conveyed the remainder ot 
the journey in it. The prisoners arrived 
in the city yesterday, and created no lit- 
tle excitement, as they passed through 
the st re e t s. White was mounted on a 
splendid horse, with his elbows tied be- 
hind his back. He seemed cheerful, aud 
spoke to many of his schoolmates and 
friends whom he recognized. One-armed 
Berry waa lying in the covered wagon, 
and, when it baited in front of General 
Palmer's headquartere, be asked for the 
General. The General made his appear- 
ance, and looked in the face of Berry long 
enough to hear him plead for pitiful 
mercy. The General turned away silent- 
ly, and the procession moved to the mili- 
tary prison. A military commission will 
be organized to-day or to-morrow for the 
trial of One-v!irined Berry and King 
White.
